Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 1, patentability resides, at least in part, in the lever member comprising at least 
one blocking member configured to separate the first and second housings as the lever 
member is rotated when the lever members and the housing are initially misaligned, in 
combination with the other limitations of the base claim, regarding claim 10, patentability 
resides, at least in part in the connector having a second housing with a set of contacts 
and a mating post with an engagement surface, a lever member having a blocking 
beam that prevents mating of the connector contacts as the lever engages an 
engagement surface of the post, in combination with the other limitations of the base 
claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
